It  is  probably  true  that  behind  tbs  Govern 
men  (Si  intention  to  stamp  our  f.onoiulnaMouallsm 
there  i*  Uo  Influence  of  prominent  relic-  lead¬ 
en  and  organizational  hose  obsession  Is  to  unite 
Christendom,  nolrju  imlens,  and  wh"-  ■  purple  It 
la  to  use  the  charities  of  the  war  and  the  several 
forma*  of  soldier  welfare  work  to  forwarl  \be 
causa  upon  which  they  have  set  the  •  lieartr  We 
often  bear  It  said  tnat  when  ou'  'Oil-  r<  coma 
back  they  will  hav>  no  patl»ucr  with  a  n  vlded 
church,  that  having  fought  side  by  side  wtth  men 
of  all  faiths,  they  will  demand  a  church  broad 
enough  to  Include  men  of  all  faiths.  Convention¬ 
alities  and  bair-spllttlng  differentiations  may  be 
despised  by  our  returning  soldiers,  but  we  must 
assume  that  they  will  bring  back  wtth  them  their 
Intelligence,  and  If  they  do,  like  their  fathers  they 
will  think  for  themselves  and  ally  themselves 
with  churches  whose  doctrinal  views,  forma  of 
worship,  and  programs  of  service  are  most  accep¬ 
table  to  them.  Let  tjie  Government  and  eur 
several  soldier  welfare  movements  stick  to  their 
tasks,  and  remember  that  they  transcend  their 
rights  when  they  meddle  with  men’s  consciences 

It  Is  a  matter  of  great  regret  to  ue  that  the 
several  soldier  welfare  movements  s-icn  as  the 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  ths  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association  and  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  are  to  unite  their  sppeal  for  the 
country'*  support  In  their  great  autumn  drive 
Apparently  this  Is  done  at  the  request  of  the 
President,  but  doubtless  bo  felt  the  pulse  of  ths 
leaders  of  the  several  movements  before  be  made 
the  request  Indeed,  several  » '-k*  !!.• 

Knights  of  Columbus,  assembled  In  convention  In 
New  York,  by  vote  agreed  that  the  united  cam¬ 
paign  would  be  acceptable  to  them.  We  suppose 
even  Mr.  Mott  must  have  bad  a  hint  (hat  some 
thing  was  Impending!  After  all,  the  President's 
request  probably  followed  the  agreement  rather 
than  produced  thh  agreement 

It  goes  without  saying  that  our  Baptist  people 
want  to  help  every  good  cause.  Rut  suppose 
Baptist  church-houses  In  which  Baptist  preachers 
ministered  were  In  all  the  camps — how  much 
would  our  Roman  Catholic  friends  contribute 
toward  their  support?  Not  a  dime,  but  they 
wbuld  send  out  a  protest  that  would  be  heard  all 
over  the  land,  and  w«  would  not  blame  tbsm 
They  could  not  conscientiously  give  to  the  sup¬ 
port  of  Baptist  churctpbousv*  In  the  ramps  nor 
can  Baptists  conscientiously  give  toward  the  sup 
port  of  Roman  Catholic  church-houses  In  the 
camps!  By  this  great  unionising  movement. 
Baptists  are  placed  In  a  quandary  Aa  always, 
we  shall  give  and  give  generoualy  and  give 
sarrlficlally,  but  most  of  us  will  definitely  desig¬ 
nate  our  gifts.  This  will  not  affect  the  outcome, 
for  the  proportions  will  obtain  In  the  end.  accord 
Ing  to  the  percentage  basts  agreed  upon,  but  we 
refuse,  positively  refuse  to  allow  any  man  or  any 
group  of  men  to  strike  a  blow  at  our  religious 
convictions*  by  taking  advantage  of  our  patriot¬ 
ism.— Watchman  Examiner

Tbe  Education  Commission  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  met  at  a  called  meeting  In 
Atlanta  on  Sept.  J1  The  representation  was 
good  snd  It  is  fttfl  that  the  views  expressed  by 
thl»  laxly  relative  to  tho  organisation  of  the  Btu 
dent  Army  Training  Coxps  In  our  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  College*  will  be  of  luUjreat  to  our  people  gen 
e rally.  In  addition  to  that  matter,  of  which  the 
full  account  is  given  herewith,  there  were  Impor¬ 
tant  step*  taken  relative  to  the  Five  Year  Pro 
gram  which  calls  for  $16.000, 000  and  36.000  stu 
dents  for  our  schools  Dr.  B  P.  Robertson  was 
present  tn  present  the  needs  of  the  Baptist  Bible 
n*U!u'  at  New  Orleans  The  commtaelon  voted 
to  in.lud-  In  Its  budget  $500,000  for  that  lnstltu 
tlon  on  the  endorsement  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Arrangements  were  made  looking  lb  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  the  Five  Year  Program  at  each  State 
Convention  this  fall.

The  following  was  adopted  by  the  Education 
ComnileMon  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
at  a  meeting  held  In  AtlanU^ou  Sept  11.

guay,  Japan,  China,  Africa,  Italy  and  Bo¬ 
hemia  for  a  half  dozen  years,  and  support  it 
with  a  hand  far  more  lavish  than  we  have 
been  supporting  it. 

I  doubt  not  that  we  could  have  spared  our¬ 
selves  much  pains  if  long  ago  amidst  our 
prosperity,  and  following  the  manifest  lead: 
ing  of  God.  we  'lad  betaken  ourselves  to  tie 
fulfilling  of  this  religious  mission  to  the  mi 
tions  of  the  earth.  If  of  our  yearly  income 
we  had  given  God  His  own,  doubtless  we 
would  have  escaped  war  taxes  which  have, 
fallen  as  a  consternation  upon  some.  If  we 
had  filled  our  children  with  thoughts  of 
Christian  service,  and  given  them  to  God  in 
their  childhood,  perhaps  we  would  now  have 
many  of  them  in  pagan  and  papal  fields  joy 
fully  heralding  the  gospel  of  Christ,  and  not 
in  the  trenches  the  marks  of  German  bulletSj 

Shall  wc  not  as  leaders  of  our  people  tell 
them  plainly  that  America  has  come  to  the 
place  when  she  must  discharge  the  interna 
tional  mission  for  which  God  has  been  pre¬ 
paring  the  nation,  and  that  the  most  solemn 
part  of  our  mission  is  the  spread  of  the  gos¬ 
pel  among  the  nations  made  ready  for  it  by 
this  wart

We  be 
lirve  we  have  outlined  a  course  eminently 
suited  to  give  such  training. 

May  I  say  alto  to  any  paatorhas  ehurches 
within  reach  of  the  Institute  that  we  expeet 
a  number  of  excellent  men  to  be  with  us  as 
students,  and  that  they  would  do  well  to  get 
in  touch  with  our  president,  I)r  B.  H  De- 
Ment,  as  it  might  be  in  this  way  they  could 
find  good  pastors.

Baptists  rtand  for  civic  as  well  as  religious  lib 
erty  Through  all  the  ages  they  have  unvtald 
irmly  protested  for  the  Reparation  of  church  an<. 
state  This  Is  fundamental  to  thetr  principles 
They  believe  In  a  free  soul  under  Ood.  but  no  soul 
ran  be  free  If  Its  religion  Is  to  be  prescribed  by 
the  state  Neither  can  It  be  free  If  a  political 
despotism  crusher  out  the  nascent  germs  of  man 
hood.  Hence  their  eternal  protest  History 
shows  that  every  church  which  has  become  aaeo 
dated  with  the  state  so  as  to  be  able  to  use  the 
civic  machinery  .has  become  a  persecuting  church 
Baptists  have  always  contended  that  when  s 
church  uses  the  sword  of  the  police  to  dictate  to 
a  man  what  he  shall  believe,  whether  he  shall 
read  th-  Bible  or  not,  and  to  w  hat  place  h*  shall 
go  to  worship ;  that  such  a  church  cease*  to  be  a 
church  of  the  I-ord  Jcsua  Christ  and  becomes  an 
Institution  of  man  animated  by  the  lust  for  power 
and  tha  spirit  of  unrighteousness.  j,  w 

Hence  Baptists  have  always  been  found  In  the 
front  rank*  of  those  who  were  contending  for 
freedom  It  w-as  their  contention  In  England 
which  brought  shout  the  struggle  betweeh  Par 
llament  and  Charles  I.  culminating  In  tha  Com 
monwealth  This  wa*  the  first  stroke  at  th*  po 
tltlcal  tyranny  of  the  world  In  America  It  wa* 
the  struggle  of  the  RaptlsU  for  liberty  of  eon 
adence  and  religious  toleration  which  forced 
Congress  to  pass  the  first  smendment  to  the  Con 
■tltutlon  of  tbe  United  Stales  declaring  that  Coo- 
greae  should  not  "make  laws  establishing  articles 
of  faith,  or  mode  of  worship,  or  prohibiting  the 
free  exercise  of  religion  ” 

Age  by  age  the  plare  of  Baptist*  ha*  been  with 
the  pioneers  of  humanity.  On  many  a  field  of 
battle  and  of  blood,  tbe  bannor  of  civil  and  re¬ 
ligious  liberty  has  been  borne  aloft  by  Baptist 
hands  And  U  th*l^,  principles  are  new  tbe  com 
monplace  of  aB  people  who  read  and  think,  and 
thetr  passionate  love  of  liberty  the  native  air  of 
this  great  land,  that  I  because  they  have  been 
built  Into  the  essential  structure  of  human 
thought  by  generations  of  the  Heroic,  the  silent 
and  the  dead,  who  have  held  the  Baptist  faith 
To  onr  co-rellglonlst*  we  would  say,  If  the 
apostles,  under  the  teaching  of  Christ  and  tbe 
Holy  Spirit.  In  the  Infancy  of  Christianity.  Inst! 
luted  a  voluntary  union  of  baptised  disciple*  as  a 
Christian  church;  If  Congregationalism  and  In 
dependency  were  tbe  best  form  then  for  tndlvl 
dual  edification,  for  purity  of  doctrine,  for  ag 
gresslvc  attack*  upon  the  powers  of  darkness 
surely  we  today  could  do  no  better  than  to  copy 
the  primitive  model.

Verses  14,  11,  it  and  13  were  so  dl 
reeled  aa  to  not  only  teach  him,  but 
prepare  him  to  accept  Jeeue  as  the 
Measles  promised  by  the  scriptures 
without  which  acceptance  be  could  not 
be  renewed  by  the  8plr!t  of  Ood.
